Five Dead in Twin 
Plane Wrecks Near 


Capital Yesterday 


Complete Crew on Board 


B-25 
Killed; Airline 


Passenger Spared 


Alexandria, Va., Oct. 12—(AP) 


—Two plane crashes in a pea soup 
fog eight miles apart last mid- 
night killed all five aboard an 
army bomber but spared 26 per- 
sons who crawled from the blaz- 
ing wreckage of a big Eastern 
Air Lines DC 4. 


The planes, attempting to land 


under a 300-foot ceiling, struck 
within 40 minutes of each other 
in the scrub pine countryside near 
here, a few miles south of Wash- 
ington. 


Eye-witnesses said the DC 4, 


en route from Miami to New York 
via Atlanta, 
apparently hit a 


farmer's lumber pile as the pilot 
groped blindly through the dense 
fog for a landing. The ship ca- 
reened against a well house, rip- 
ped into a 2,300-volt high tension 
power line, crashed in a valley and 
burst into flames. 


"It was incredible that anybody 


got out alive," said one of the 
first persons to reach the scene. 


Plane Demolished 


"The plane's wings were ripped 


off and the cabin fuselage was 
burning furiously halfway down 
the hill. Part of a wing lay 1,000 
feet awa.y on the hilltop. One of

the plane's four motors was 500 
feet off to the side. Little pieces 
of steel were scattered all over 
•the field." 
, 
One by one the stewardess. Miss 


Betty Camera, 26, of Allentown, 
Pa., .checked off the 21 adult pas- 
sengers as they emerged from the 
escape hatch of the flaming fuse- 
lage. Then she shephered them 
to the top of the hill for safety in 
case of an explosion. 


The pilot, Capt. Joe S. Morris, 


of Miami, stepped dazedly from 
the plang. after the passengers had 
got out and said: 


"I'm all right. I was right on 


the beam.. ". 


Narrow as their escape from 


flaming,, deajin~;h.ad'been, most of 
the passengers expressed willing- 
ness to fly on immediately to their 
destinations beyond Washington. 
Dense fog continued through the 
night, however, preventing any 
flights from the National airport.

Wage Vary Widely 


The unions asked wage hikes of

hotels offered 5 and 2% cents 
hourly, while a government con- 
ciliator proposed a compromise at 
3 and 4 cents which the unions 
accepted and the hotels rejected. 
The present wages vary widely by 
classification of work.

Carroll had given--improper in- 
structions to the jury, and de- 
clared he would seek a new trial. 
Judge Carroll said he would hear 
a motion for a new trial in about 
10 days. 


Mrs. Ashcraft, 38, was killed 


last June 11 when a train strucK 


the couple's car, which was stop- 
ped on a crossing. 


The defense contended the two 


had made a suicide pact but that 
Ashcraft, after driving the car on 
the crossing, reneged on the agree- 
ment when he saw the train bear- 
ing down, tried unsuccessfully to 
get his wife out, then jumped clear 
himself. 


Prosecutors charged that Ash- 


craft killed his wife in the hope 
that Lulubelle McClellan, 
18, of 


Janesville, Wis., would accept his 
marriage proposal. 


Miss McClellan testified -Ash- 


craft asked her several times to 
marry him but that she told him 
three days before his wife's death: 
'•I'm not going to marry you, ever. 
I'm through with you."

Premier Salazar Caught 


Between Many Varied 


Ideologies

Trouble for the Cannona-Sala- 


zar government Jin Portugal has 
been growing for several years. 
The regime haa seemed to be al- 
most suspended in mid-air, withr 
out the majority support of any of 
the - country's major factions ex- 
cept, possibly, the army. And the 
most powerful section of the army, 
the officer group which originally, 
installed Cannona as president^in 
1926, has been reported disaffect- 
ed for sometime. 


The dictatorship has been caught 


between republican forces which 
refer to its as fascist, and the 
monarchists, which the govern- 
ment has sought for years to 
hold in reserve for fa time when 
it might be forced to fall back 
upon them. 
N 


He Protected Prince 


The so-called "republican" op- 


position comes from liberal demo- 
crats, socialists, communists, the 
navy and the army minority, all 
demanding "liberalism." Monarch- 
ist propaganda has been directed 
less against Premier Salazar than 
for- themselves. As a matter of 
fact, Don Durate Nuno, one of the 
Braganza princes and pretender* 
to the throne, has been protected 
by Salazar. The monarchists have 
believed that, in the event of the 
aged Cannona's removal by death 
or other circumstances, Salazar 
would reinstate the 
monarchy. 


Since the present Portuguese gov- 
ernment was modeled after the 
corporate state founded by Mus- 
solini in Italy, the stage would be 
all set for such 'a move; by which 
Salazar could hope to rally the 
anti-communist 
forces 
of 
the 


country. 
The monarchists have 


been free to spread their propa- 
xganda in Portugal, whereas-,the 
socialists and other lefist groups 
have been forced to operate underi 
ground. 


Salazar has been known as a 


"benevolent dictator" .despite his 
repression of leftist activities, and 
American observers have credited 
him with doing Portugal more 
good than any leader of modern 
times. 


Was a Military Professor 


The army called him from a 


military professorship to jo^the, 
Carmona regime in 1926, and it 
was the army which supported 
hi» assumption of dictatorial pow- 
ers m 1933. 


But where Mussolini's corporate 


state was founded upon the mili- 
tary, Portugal's has always been 
civilian Salazar's concept of the 
state as the central national 
force, rather than the -people 
themselves, does not extend to the 
personification of the state in the 
leader which haa characterized 
other dictatorships. 
His . idea is 


maximum effectiveness with the 
minimum of political 
fireworks 


and no military trappings. 


He got into trouble in 1936 and 


there almost was a revolt then, 
when his government appeared to 
be leaning toward the fascist 
forces in the Spanish civil war. 
He was.under widespread attack 
last year when he ordered "free" 
elections which, however, came 
off so quickly that the opposition 
groups were unable to organize 
their forces an refused to par- 
ticipate. 


Now he is caught between forces 


which have been whirling about 
Portugal all during the war, when 
the country became a center for 
plotters representing practically 
every opposing ideology in Eu- 
rope.
